There is a good deal of rivalry just 
now between the Southern Pacitic and 
the Santa Fé on their lines between 
this city and San Bernardino. 
was quietly announced the other day 
that the Santa Fé were about to re- 
duce the service between this city and 
San Bernardino, and the Southern 
Pacific immediately gave out that they 
would cutjtheir passenger trains down 
from eight a day to six.

BOARD OF HEALTH, 


Some Very Plain Facts Concerning 
Sanitation, 

The Board of Health made another 
effort to have a meeting last night, buf 
notwithstanding that Drs..Hagan and 
Davisson and Mr. Wright had signed a 
call for the meeting, Dr. Hall failed to 
put in an appearance, which broke the 
quorum, as Mayor Hazard was in 
attendance at the Fourth of July 
meeting, and Dr. Kurtzis still absent 
from the city. Health Officer Mac- 
Gowan, however, was on hand, and 
also Clerk Robinson, and an informal 
discussion of the sanitary condition 
was had at some length, in which a 
good deal of valuable information came 
out. Dr. MacGowan reported that 
there had been a very considerable in- 
crease in the number of cases of diph- 
theria on the East Side, caused for the 
most part by disregarding the com- 
monest laws of sanitation. For in- 
stance, he had inspected. the premises 
where several cases had occurred, and 
found that the houses were connected 
with the cesspools by an ordinary 
straight pipe, with no traps or other 
appliances for keeping noxious gases 
from entering the dwellings. The yards 
might be clean, and there was nothing 
on the surface to indicate that the places 
were in bad sanitary condition, but 
the germs of disease were there just 
the same. Another reason why this 
danger was not discovered sooner was 
from the fact that sewer gases are 
worse at night than during the day, 
when they are not so noticeable, and 
the first intimation that a family gets 
that there is sewer gas is the appear- 
ance of a case: of typhoid or scarlet 
fever or diphtheria in the household. 
The Doctor spoke at some length on 
the subject, and his remarks were gen- 


erally indorsed by Dr. Davisson and 


Mr. Wright. 
Dr. MacGowan called attention to 
the matter of inspectors’ salaries, 
which, he said, were too low for first- 
class men and he thought that a sani 
inspector should get at deast as mu 
as a policeman. The Doctor thought 
that neither the Council nor the people 
properly appreciate the 2 of a 
thorough sanitary inspection, and were 
inclined to rely to much upon the nat- 
ural advantages of ‘elimate and loca-

Mr. Mills Presents His Case in

[AMATEUR DETECTIVE. 


IT WAS: SENATOR GALLOYLY 
DID .THE JOB, 


And He Did It Very Neatly, Taking 
In Otto Foster, Who Is Wanted 
in Nebraska for Embezzlement— 
A San Diego Sensation Missed. 


A highly sensational arrest was made 
in San Diego at the Coronado Hotel 
day before yesterday, and for some 
reason the San Diego papers failed to 
get the information. The . arresting 
officer is none other than Senator J. J. 
Galloyly of Nevada, who has proved 
himself to be an A No. 1 detective, As 
the story goes, it seems that some ten 
months ago W. H. Webster, County 
Treasurer of Merrick county, Neb., 
was arrested for embezzling $35,800 of 
the county funds. Webster has held 
the office over twelve years, and was 
looked upon as one of the most upright 
and honest men in the whole State, 
and he had friends by the thousand. 
When his crooked doings were made 
— the peopie would not believe 

im guilty, but everything went to 
show that he had committed a crime, 
and he was thrown into jail, where he 


has been ever since. a 

On the very day that the defalcation 
was discovered, Webster’s deputy, 
Otto Foster, disappeared. The officers 
were puton his track at once, and 
every.possible effort to capture him 
was made. The detectives heard of 
him in various places, but when they 
putin an appearance the bird had 
flown, and he would so carefully cover 
—4 tracks that they could not trace 
A few weeks ago it was learned that 
he was operating in Southern Califor- 
nia, and the officers and detectives who 


had been working on the case held a 


lengthy consultation. They had been 

led off several times on such reports, 
and, as they had failed in each case to 
capture their man, they did not wish 

to make a mistake this time, 

so they determined to call in 
a new man. They could not 
secure the services of a detective whom 
they had confidence in, and were about 
to give up in despair, when Senator 

Galloyly stepped in and volunteered 
to play the detective “just for the fun 
of the thing.”’ 7 | 

The boys knew that the Senator was 
a tiptop law- maker, and he was so con- 
fident of success that they consented to 
give him a trial. The proper papers 
were placed in his hands,and he started 
for Southern California. 

He arrived in Los Angeles several 
days ago, and learned that Foster had 
goneto San Diego. The amateur de- 
tective did not give up, however, for 
when he started out he swore that he 
would not return withouthis man. He 
took the next train for the city of 
Baynclimate, and when he reached that 
place he put on his Hawkshaw mask 
and went to work. Itdid not take him 
long to locate his man at the Coronado 
Hotel, but he knew that Mr. Foster 
had given the detectives the slip sev- 
eral times just as they were 
about to put their hands on 

im, so he made up his mind to bea

man he hang around until he secured 
an introduction to Foster. The two 
took several drinks together, dnd just

fore he could recover bis usual coolness 
he was securely handcuffed and dis-

OThe Senator hurried Foster to his 
room and kept the arrest quiet until 
about train time, when he settled their 
bills and hurried his prisoner to the 
depot. He was afraid that a writ of 
habeas corpus would be taken out, but 
he kept Foster so quiet that nothing of 
the kind was done, and the pair ar- 
rived safely in this city yesterday after- 
noon, and were driventothe Nadeau 
inaclose carriage. Foster was kept 
in his room until last night at 10:30 
o’clock when the two took the train for 
San Francisco. 

t seems that Foster is very handy 
with his gun,” and that is one reason 
why the detectives were so kittenish 
about running him to earth.

A PROJECTED ENTERPRISE FOR 
THE INVALID. 


A Chinese Runaway—The Hugus 

| Musicale—Another Case—Round 
About Town—Among the Courts 
—Society Notes—Personal Men- 
tion. 


PASADENA, June 13. — [Correspond- 
ence of Tur TIAES.] During the past 
four years, in which time this city has 
witnessed a steady growth and large 
influx of Eastern tourists, very little 
attention has been paid to the founding 
a home for the invalid. A suitable 

tract of ground was once offered by a 
wealthy citizen for the building ofa 
sanitarium and hospital, close to the 
city. The plans were drawn and 
placed on exhibition, but the scheme 


seemed to fail in meeting with public 
favor. 


Actuated by kindly motives and a 
tender regard for the comfort of the 
unfortunate sick, Dr. J. S. Hodge has 
procured a piece of ground covering 
over 10 acres in the northwest portion 
of the Linda Vista tract, which is situ- 
ated just across the arroyo, and about 
two miles from the city, on which he 
proposes to commence shortly the con- 
struction of several buildings, to be 
used as a health resort. * 

The Times reporter, hearing of the 
rojected enterprise, left the city on 
oot long before daylight this mornin 

and after a delightful and uneventf 
trip reached the promised haven. The 
location selected is on arising ground 
in a shady cove, back of which is a for- 
est of oak trees. Work will be begun 
in a few days in improving the land 
and putting it in a high state of culti- 
vation. Trees will be set out; a beau- 
tiful lawn will be an attractive feature 
and rows of shrubbery give a decided 
effect, to what is now a mountain wild. 
A stream of pure mountain water 
flows through the place, its source 
being only 2000 feet from where it 
spurts from the hillside. The eleva- 
on is about 1000 feet above sea level, 
and the air light, pure and The 
buildings will be under the care of a 
resident physican from this city, who 
has already made application for the 
position. The cuisine will be first- 
class and the prices reasonable.

On 
this point, which has been christened 
Yocum Lookout, it is the purpose of 
the projector to build a small es 
where the tourist can get a light re- 
past, spend a few bours in sunshine 
and shade, or take a view of the sur- 
rounding country through a small ter- 
restrial telescope.

OUR STREET GRADES. 


The making of proper gradients for 
the streets of this city is seriously re- 
tarded by the interference of indi- 


vidual. property-owners. One who | 


happens to own a lot on the top of a 
hill insists that the street shall run up 
to it, and loudly protests against hav- 
ing his lot ‘‘spoiled,” as he terms it, 
by an excavation in front. In like 
manner, he who owns a lot in some 
ravine objects to having the street 
raised on his front, lest it should in- 
volve the filling in of his lot at some 
expense to himself; and so the city is 
between hay and grass, and very little 
is accomplished for the public benefit. 
Many a good citizen in the past— 
city officials included—has taken the 
ground that the municipal authorities 


have no right to “impair” private 


property without the consent of its 
owner, nor to impose a burden upon 
him, even for the general good. 

The idea has prevailed that the cor- 
poration is powerless as against the 
members of it. Just what need there 
can be for a corporation of that kind 
has never been fully explained. The 
very object of the incorporation is the 
conservation of the general welfare. 
Asa matter of fact, in nineteen 
cases out of every twenty of establish- 
ing a proper grade for a street, the 
change inures to the benefit of the 
property most affected byit. Asan 
almost invariable rule, such property 
is held at a low valuation on account 
of the necessity for the grade. This 
consideration seldom finds a lodgment 
in the mind of the property-owner. It 
matters little to him that his lot, 


though worthless without the grade, 


is rendered valuable by it, he will ob- 
ject all the same. Ten to one he will 
insist that he is injured“ by the ex- 


| penditure of public money for his ben- 


efit, because it entails an expense upon 
him also. He will fight against a pub- 
lic improvement apparently for no 
better reason than that it is the cus- 
tom in this city todoso. He is like 
the man whose excuse for relating a 
very extravagant fish story was that 
he did not like to be considered eccen- 
tric. 


The gradients over all the hilly por- 
tions of the city show unmistakable 


| signs of having been fixed up at the 


suggestion of property-owners, and 
instances are by no means rare of the 
most absurd deference paid to such 
influence. A 10-year-old child, left to 
himself; would have done better in 
many instances. Some of the grades 
are simply intolerable, and will have 
to be corrected sooner or later. 

The chief dependence of every mod- 
ern city for its beauty and attractive- 
ness, and largely for its prosperity, is 
upon its boardof public works and its 
engineer. Examples of what can be 
accomplished for the public by com- 
petent, reliable and self-reliant officers 
may be seen in Paris, which was re- 
generated by Baron Housemann, and 
in Washington, which was elevated to 
a city of the first rank by the energy 
of Mayor Sheppard. — |

Liberty does not mean license, and we 
do not desire to acquire the name, as a 
nation, of being in sympathy with 
organized wholesale murderers and 
dynamiters. The fact that the people 
in whose behalf these more or: less 
lawless organizations pretend to aid 
are oppressed, plays no part in the 
argument at all. It is simply used as 
a bait to ketch gudgeons, and get hold 
of their two-bit pieces. Every overt 
act of senseless aggression — every 
cowardly assassination thus committed

Only recently, when Parnell was 
asked about a Parliamentary Relief 
Fund“ which Patrick Ford had raised 
in this country, ostensibly for him, he 
stated that he had never heard of it. 

It must not be imagined that all, or 
even a majority of, Irish Americans 
sympathize with these nefarious 
schemes or their projectors.

Since the murder of Cronin, 
the Ancient Order of Hibernians—one

to believe otherwise. We might as 
well accuse the Germans of this coun- 
try of being murderers, because of 
Anschlag’s crime, as to suppose that 
the Irish-Americans, as a body, sym- 
pathize with organizations which hire 
men to stab in the dark or cast bombs 
among a crowd. 

A dispatch from St. Louis, to the 
Chicago Inter Ocean, discioses the 
constitution under which the Clan-na- 
Gael operates, and shows quite enough 
to prove that the society is a danger- 
ous one in its character. Following is 
an extract from the dispatch referred 
to: 

The candidate for admission takes a 
solemn oath never to reveal what occurs at 
the meeting, nor the names of any of the 
members, e is informed that the brother- 
hood is composed of Irishmen banded to- 
gether to free Ireland, the first necessar 
step for which is secrecy, without whic 
they believe that defeat will cloud their 
vrightest efforts. They therefere shall hesi- 
tate at no sacrifice to maintain its The 
strictest precautions are taken to guard 
against the admission of any one who might 
seek to enter it for the purpose of betraying 
the society’s secrets. Each candidate is 
required to swear that he entertains no 
mental reservation, and that he is not bound 
by any previous oath to expose anything 
relative to the order. 

The object of the society is to establish a 
republican form of government in Ireland, 
aud any member violating his duty is 
warned that he is deserving of the severest 
punishment. He is solemnly adjured to keep 
all secrets as he values his life and at the 
hazard of his life. A sword is used in the 
ceremony of initiation to signify that force 
alone can accomplish the society’s aims. 

Important names and the title of officers 
are designated by cypher initials. The 
simple device of using the alphabetical let- 
ter next succeeding the real one is used to 
afford necessary concealment and protec- 
tion in case of discovery. 

The oath furnishes what may be a pos- 
sible clew to the Cronin murder. The can- 
didate solemnly pledges himself. under pen - 
alty of death, not only “to keep strictly 
secret the name ard everything connected 
with this C’e [B’d, or Brotherhood] from 
all not entitled to know such secrets, but 
also that he will faithfully preserve the

Kleber in Egypt—Bonaparte and 


Desaix at Marengo—Napolicon at 
Friedland—A Mutiny in the = 
ish Navy. 


Cut off from communication with 


France by Nelson’s fleet, and aban- 
doned in Cairo, Gen. Kleber moved 
out of the city March 20, 1800, with 
12,000 men. Near the ruins of Hellio- 


polis his troops were surrounded by 
80,000 natives. My friends ne he 


“all you have in Egypt is the — 


beneath®your feet; retreat, and you're 
lost.“ The French formed in squares, 
and when the smoke arose from the 
conflict they were surrounded by lines 
of corpses, but the enemy had disap- 
peared to the desert. Kleber reéntered 
Cairo over the bodies of the slain, but 
his days were short. On June i4th, 

at the hour when Desaix was falling 


at Marengo, Suleiman, a Syrian 
fanatic, entered the arden where 
Kleber was walking with the architect 
of the army, and approaching the 
General in the guise of a beggar, 
stabbed him three times with his 
dagger. Suleiman died under the 
torture, but would confess nothing. 
Egypt was lost to France, and its next 
European master was to be England. 
BONAPARTE AND DESAIX AT MA- 
RENGO. 
a the campaign of 1800 opened, 
ot joined the army of Italy 
with his usual swiftness. On June 
13th he entered the plain between the 
Bormida and Scrivia‘ rivers, near the 
village of Marengo. The Austrian 
General, Melas, suddenly crossed the 
Bormida and fell upon Gen. Victor be- 
fore Marengo on the morning of the 
14th. Gen. R. Lannes was nearly sur- 
rounded and forced to retreat. Ma- 
pect was destroyed by the Austrian 
artillery, and as Bonaparte came on 
the field with his staff he drew on him- 
self the brunt of the battle. The 
French army was nearly cut in two, 
and the aged Melas returned to Ales- 
sandria, assured of victory. It was 
not 3 in the afternoon, and Bonaparte 
still hoped and kept on fighting. He 
had sent for Desaix, whom he had dis- 
patched to Novi, and the day depended 
on his return. Desaix had divined 
this, and had anticipated Bona- 
* arte's message. Before he could

The battle 
ceased at 10 o’clock, and the remnants 
of the Russian army retreated to the 
Prengel, where Napoloon was not able 
to encounter them again. Such was 
Friedland, and the peace of Tilsit was 
its inevitable sequel. 

A MUTINY OF THE BRITISH NAVY. 
When Great Britain was at the 
height ot its early struggle against the 

French Revolution, the navy was the 


opening of 1797, the seamen of the 
navy complained loudly of N ed 
treatment, and in February 
show signs of mutiny. we pril the 
Government was startled to 1 — that 
a revolt had occurred at Spithead. 
The officers were deposed and arrested, 
but at length a royal pardon was ac- 
corded to the mutineers early in May 


but unaccompanied by a settlement oF 


their grievances. On May 15th Lord 
Howe went down to Portsmouth with 
the pardon and funds for the seamen, 
who had organized a republic, with 
one Richard Parker as President. He, 
with some supporters, refused to 
yield, but on June 14, 1797, the men 
took the vessel, a 90-gun fri gate, ao 
Sheerness, and delivered Parker to the 
authorities, who proceeded to have 
him tried and executed. On the trial 
it appeared that the offer of large 
bounties had caused the navy to be 
recruited with disqualified attorneys 

cashiered excisemen and dismissed 
clerks, whose want of money made 
them ready for anything.
